PROF. WATTLES REVIEWS 
“ICE BOUND” PLAYERS

The Rollins Players have given an 
excellent account of themselves in 
Gwen Davis' 'Teebound," This 
study of a New England family and 
its all too fminan fallings is in itself 
w'eil written as to motivation, and 
eharaeterination, with rather grim 
humor, and something of shy senti* 
ment occasionally revealed in sar¬ 
donic phases. It is tlie old-time Cin* 
derella motif in combination with 
that of the Prodigal Son. These tw*o 
main character.s were both convincing 
and at ease in their parts. All tlie 
parts were well east, assisted hy in¬ 
telligent eostuniing and make-up. 
The stage-picture was consistently 
conceived in every detail. Had there 
been no spoken word, but only jian- 
tomime, it is probable that the plot 
of the play w'ould have proved un- 
derstandahle to the audience. In 
fact, were there opportunity for ex¬ 
periment, it would be interesting to 
determine wdicthcr the play, *'Icc« 
liound/* could be carried by pan¬ 
tomime alone. 

Now', this means good acting by 
the players and intelligent directing 
hy Miss Dorothea Thomas. At all 
times you saw^ just w'hat the author 
intended, a family of none too ami¬ 
able eharacters, w'arped hy their en¬ 
viron men t, pathetic in their fears and 
[icttv ambitions, seltish as individ¬ 
uals, held together :is a grou}> even 
more by mutual hatreds and jeal¬ 
ousies than hy mutual affections.

Percy Mac Kaye lecture on some of 
Ins w^orks. Mr. ('nmphell intro- 
dueed Mr. Mae Kaye, whoHC Hrst 
W'ords w'cre in a|ipreeiaUon of the 
graceful friendliness of the people 
of Winter Park. He lirst read his 
poem, "Gothels of Panama," w-rit- 
ten in honor of Colonel Gothels who 
brought two oceans to a meeting with 
the Isthmus of Panama. This ]ioem 
was read hy M ac Kaye to Uoloncl 
Gothels at the dedication of the 
Canal. 

" Remenihranee In Music/* W'as 
w'rittcn by Mr. MaeKaye to his 
mother, who is recalled to his mem* 
ories when he hears the playing of 
Mendelsohn and Scliopenbuer. They 
alone can reveal the face of beauty 
and debonair of his mother. Other 
poems he read were: "Duet at 
Dawn," *"rhc Cricket," who has 
sunrise at sunset, "Katydid," and 
"Day Work." 

As an introduction to Mr. Mae- 
Kaye's ont:-aet play lie read two 
sliort [HRUihs: "Mule Back," and 
"CTeassy Creek/* 

"Napoleon Crossing the Rockies," 
W'as his one^act play the author 
chose to read. This play dealt with 
the squallot in the hut of the Ken¬ 
tucky mountaineers, who , in spite 
of tlieir abject poverty refused the 
offer of wealth tendered them by the 
Light and Pow'cr Company, for the 
water rights of the stream which 
W'as on their land. After spurning 
tlu' gold profered by the agent, the 
lumintaineeFs wife whs induced to 
sign away her rights hy a sharper, 
wdio gave her in return only n string 
of colored glass beads. 

Mr. MaeKaye's rendering of the 
mountaineer dialect w’as the clever¬ 
est mimicry. Shades of Sir Henry 
Irving should have hovered over the 
place. 

The musical number of the even¬ 
ing w^as given hy Herman Siew^ert, 
of the Hollins College Conservatory 
of Music. Mr. Siew'crt, well known 
organist, played "F'inlandio," hy 
Carihelius. 

A generous offering w'as received 
that will probably help give schoiar- 
ships for two students to Rollins 
ne.xt year* Last year the weekly 
Tuesday night lecture collections 
made it possible for a scholarship.

through the paper intelligently and 
really sec their ads is better than 
Miat of 200,000 people who glance 
hastily at the hcadline.s and then 
leave their papers in the subways, 
wc can again edit beautiful papers." 

“What about the Christian Science 
Monitor, Mr. Abbot?" 

"Well, its connection with the 
church makes it eoinmercially inde¬ 
pendent to the extent that it can ex¬ 
press its ])ersonality. It is run on 
the theory that the beautiful things 
in life are as important news as the 
ui^ly things in life. 'Pherefore it at- 
temps to print the pleasant side of 


life and to eliminate the unpleasant 
side. It also strives to find the good 
in foreign lands and to present that 
good. Because it does not take up 
space w'ith the sensational news, it 
can devote much space to interna¬ 
tional news. It tries to be a beau¬ 
tiful paper physically, too, through 
the use of fine quality paper, print, 
photography, et cetera. And the 
Christian Science .Monitor has a na¬ 
tional and even international ap¬ 
peal, because four editions are print¬ 
ed for the various sections of our 
country and also for England." 

"My, I certainly am glad to know 
all this. But there is just one more 
question that is vitally important to 
me and to all Rollins students. What 
advice would you give a young per¬ 
son who intended to enter journal¬ 
ism ?’’ 

"First and foremost, get a col¬ 
lege education. .A good cultural edu¬ 
cation is splendid background for a 
journalistic career. Next, try to get 
a job on a small town paper. By a 
small town I mean one that has be¬ 
tween 15,000 and 50,000 inhab¬ 
itants. For though I may seem pcs 
simistic concerning the big town pa¬ 
pers, I am absolutely optimistic, 
hopeful, and certain about the op- 
))ortiinities in small town. Papers 
in such towns arc very profitable 
economically and also make for free¬ 
dom of individual expression. Then 
third, concentrate on some one. sub¬ 
ject and become an authority in it. 
.A good journalist must necessarily 
know' something about everything, 
but the journalist who wishes to get 
ahe.ad in the profession must know 
everything about some one thing."

There 
w*cre voices uiuflled or so indefinite 
in their consonants that one could 
not be sure they were reaching every 
auditor. Fortunately, the paulo* 
mime was able to carry the ideas 
ac ross most of t he " ai r-pocket s * * 
among the voices. The responsibil¬ 
ity for this occasional indistinctness 
does not fall to the director. In our 
classrooms, wdiether the iiiipedient 
be chewing-gum or some variety of 
extreme lack of energy, we have, as 
elsewdiere, the constant problem of 
American slovenliness of speech, A 
company of Kngitsb or Irish actors 
on the professional stagi* is inevit¬ 
ably ahead of an American company 
in this respect. One mentions this 
trait in some of the voices of "Ice¬ 
bound," not as adverse criticism, 
but in support of the director in her 
unfailing attempts to clear up the 
enunciation of her cast. Many of 
the voices wxrc notably excellent, 
Mary Hall presented her inter¬ 
pretation with restraint, carrying
